evident that she was being tried out for 
all that was in her. She passed over

FBIGATE 
PORTSMOUTH'S 


HONOR. 


The old war frigate, ^Portsmouth, 


built at this navy yard in 1813, was 
choseu as the official st*ke boat of the 
naval parade at New York. The con- 
sent of the navy department waf ob- 
tained to bring tha Portsmouth from 
Hoboken and anchor her near the 
Olympia opposite Grant's tomb. The 
old war ship has for some years past 
been assigned to the New Jersey naval 
reserve as a training ship.

were jubilant at the prospects of being 
so close to the admiral and had invited 
Governor VoorLees and a number of 
distinguished citizens of New Jersey to 
be their guests but they received a 
shock Thursday in a note from General 
Howard Carroll, chairman of the naval 
ptrade committee, which said: "Owing 
tj insane jealousies created by the 
selection of the Portsmouth as a stukc 
boat the committee on plan and Fcope 
has decided to do witiiont it." Inas- 
much as the appointment of the Ports- 
mouth as a stake boat came from Sec- 
retary Long in Washington and not 
from General Carroll it' is not believed 
that the latter's decision will be final.

How a Huiidwrltluu Expert 


When a. piece of disputed or suspect- 


ed handwriting is submitted to an ex- 
pert, his first care is to note its gen- 
eral appearance. 
He observes what 


seems to be the characteristic habits of 
hand in the writer, the style, shading, 
and connection of letters, their rela- 
tion to the base line of the writing, and 
other significant points. The same pro- 
cess is applied to specimens of the al- 
leged writer's genuine hand. 


The next steps is to disintegrate the 


writing so that letters repeated in 
both specimens may be compared 
in 


detail when placed side by side. 
In 


this way divergences or resemblances, 
which might not appear to the eye in 
the body of a paper, are made perfectly 
clear. If any 
of the 
letters show 


signs of hesitation or retouching, as 
frequently happens in forgeries, they 
are photographed through the micro- 
scope. By this enlargement retouches 
or tracings ars hroueht out so 
that 


they can be seen plainly by the 
un- 


trained eye. 


Having made his examination of the 


whole writing, step by step, the expert 
summarizes the results, 
numbering 


corresponding parts, and calling atten- 
tion to discrepancies or resemblances 
as they occur. By this process his 
conclusions are made pcnectly clear, 
in all ordinary cases, to anybody who 
reads his report. In exceptional cir- 
cumstances, such as court trials, 
he 


may go before a jury with blackboaid 
and pencil and show exactly how a 
forger wrote a certain letter as well as 
the way In which the persons whose 
writing was imitated habitually form- 
ed It. If his deductions are accurate, 
the results, presented in this graphic 
manner, usually are convincing to all 
intelligent and unprejudiced" observers. 
It is one of the advantages of graphol- 
ogy that, ordinarily, its conclusions 
may be made as plain as the nose on 
a man's face.—Ainalee's Magazine.

He knows how the catch works, 
the gate opens, he reaches the platform 
and swings himself at the risk of life 
and limb on to the rear platform of the 
last car—but he gets there.

Life would be less burdensome to the 


man at the gate if more people would 
disobey the rules and catch the mov- 
ing 
trains. He 
would have 
fewer 


questions to answer to the people who 
come just a minute too late. The left 
behind men are, as a rule, less philoso- 
phical than the women. "It'b too bad," 
the women say, and they put their bags 
and bundles down on a seat and fait 
down next to them and then they think 
what the men usually say. 
After a 


few minutes they sneak up and ask 
when the next train leaves, and then 
either settle down and wait or check 
their belongings and leave the station. 
Some worry a bit, and some put on a 
don't care face, open a box of candy 
which was intended for company on 
the trip, and take it out in that. 


"Men fuss and fume apd fret, and of- 


ten tell us our clocks are fast and that 
the timetables are 
wrong and make 


themselves a nuisance generally," said 
the gateman. "There is hardly a clay 
that some one does not come to the 
door just a few minutes late, and when 
the first steam has been blown off, he 
will tell us how he has taken trains at 
all hours of the day and night, in all 
parts of the country, and never missed 
a train before. That story is so old 
that we know It by heart. Then we 
have men who want company while 
they wait for their trains, and knowing 
that the man at the door has nothing 
to do but change the indicator so that 
people may know at what stations the 
next train will stop; stand at the door 
and examine every ticket and see that 
no passenger goes out whose ticket is 
not good on that train; punch all the 
tickets; keep a record of how many 
passengers go through the door and 
where they are going; keep people 
back who have no tickets and answer 
all sorts of questions from those per- 
taining to the weather to timetable 
conundrums—knowing that the man 
at the door has only these little things 
to attend to, they make him their cou- 
fldant and tell him where they are go- 
ing, why they are going and when 
they expect to return, and the poor 
gateman must listen and look pleas- 
ant. 


"One of the most disagreeable per- 


sons who come here is the man who 
has an hour or more to wait for his 
train, and employs the time in visiting 
places in the neighborhood 
to 'see 


what time it is,' and to keep himself 
awake. He often does too much visit, 
ing, and comes back in an unsteady 
condition and too late for hie train. 
Sometimes 
he loses his ticket, and 


more often he thinks that he has lost 
it, and the man at the gate usually 
finds it for him in an inside pocket, 
and then gets 'jumped on' by the pas- 
senger for being 'fco particular and not 
letting the man out without showing 
his ticket.'"

It l» the great De Beers syndicate 


which is responsible for this state of 
things. The syndicate Is controlled by 
Cecil Rhodes and half a dozen othei 
men, and they have apparently deter- 
mined to limit the output of the Klin- 
berley mines — which. In reality, mean* 
the output of the world— to an Infinites- 
imal quantity. It is customary for the 
representatives of the largo Importing 
houses of the United States, England 
France and other countries where therf 
are large markets for the sale of prec- 
ious stones, to visit South Africa In 
the summer in order to make their pur- 
chases.

Doy on the front, of the neck. 


It did not even scratch it, but an in- 


stant later his neck began to puff out 
Ike a balloon and he found himself un- 
ible to get his breath. He was led to 
a doctor near by. but was soon writh- 
ing on the ground in the agonies of suf- 
focation, and had turned quite black iu 
the face, while his entire body was 
puffed out to an abnormal size. He 
died in a few minutes and before any- 
thing could be done for Him. 


No post-mortem examnaton has yet 


been held, but it Is the doctor's opinion 
that the blow on the neck broke the 
boy's windpipe and so suffocated him, 
tho air swelling up his body by getting 
between the skin and adipose tissue. 
Both the boys belong to well-known 
families, and are about 12 years old.

Chicago. Sept 22.—The continued 
rise in the price of beef is explained by 
the packers as dUe to the enormously 
increased demand, both foreign and 
domestic. The number of live cattle 
exported, it is said, will increase from 
1,000 to 2,000 per week, and the hon.e 
demand is greater than ever before by 
100 per cent. No prediction has been 
heard as to how long the large demand 
•will continue to exist. Cattle on the 
hoof have gone to $6.90 per 100 pounds. 
This is the highest price reached in the 
month of September since 1864. 


Italy'* China Claims. 


Vancouver, B. C., Sept. 22.-Italian 
claims in China as set forth iu detail 
are as follows: The Italian govern- 
ment claims for its capitalists the right 
to construct railways from Hang Chow 
to Ningpo, from Pekln -to Shausi and 
from Canton to the western borders of 
the province of Kwang; and as con- 
tinuations of the projected English rail- 
way rfystom. Italy also claims right to 
establish Italian schools throughout 
China.

When a piece of disputed or suspect- 


ed handwriting is submitted to an ex- 
pert, his first care is to note its gen- 
eral appearance. 
He observes what 


seems to be the characteristic habits of 
hand in the writer, the style, shading, 
and connection of letters, their rela- 
tion to the base line of the writing, and 
other significant points. The same pro- 
cess is applied to specimens of the al- 
leged writer's genuine hand. 


The next steps is to disintegrate the 


writing so that letters repeated in 
both specimens may be compaied 
in 


detail when placed side by side. In 
•this Mfay divergences or resemblances, 
which might not appear to the eye in 
the body of a paper, are made perfectly 
clear. If any 
of the 
letters? show 


signs of hesitation or retouching, as 
frequently happens in forgeries, they 
are photographed through the micro- 
scope. By this enlargement retouches 
or tracings are brought out so that 
they can be seen plainly by the un- 
trained eye. 


Having made his examination of the 


whole writing, step by stop, the expert 
summarizes the results, 
numbering 


corresponding parts, and calling atten- 
tion to discrepancies or resemblances 
as they occur. By this process his 
conclusions are made pcrtectly clear, 
in all ordinary cases, to anybody who 
reads his report. In exceptional cir- 
cumstances, such as court tiials, he 
may go before a jury with blackboard 
and pencil and show exactly how a 
forger wrote a certain letter as well as 
the way in which the persons whose 
writing was imitated habitually form- 
ed it. If his deductions are accurate, 
the results, presented in this graphic 
manner, usually are convincing to all 
intelligent and unprejudiced" observers. 
It is one of the advantages of graphol- 
ogy that, ordinarily, 
its conclusions 


may be made as plain as the nose on 
a man's face.—Ainslee's Magazine.

Gone for the ordinary 
traveller, for the man or woman who 
does not know that 
there is still a 


chance for the fleet footed train catch- 
er. The late man comee through the 
door sprinting like a professional on a 
cinder path, but less comfortable, with 
grip and cane and 
umbrella. One 


glance at tbe door shows him that the 
last signal has 
been sounded, and 


without a word he rushes past the 
people who are already forming in llnu 
for the next train, past the groups of 
idlers, sightseers, porters and passen- 
gers, to the north door of the station. 
Into the baggage room to a slat gato 
which is for the use of station employes 
only. He knows how the catch works, 
the gate opens, he reaches the platform 
and swings himself at the risk of life 
and limb on to the rear platform of the 
last car—but he gete there. 
"That's 


the way I always catch a train." he is 
apt to say when some one who saw 
his performance wonders at his meth- 
od. 


Life would be less burdensome to the 


man at the gate if more people would 
disobey the rules and catch the mov- 
ing trains. He would have 
fewer 


questions to answer to the people who 
come just a minute too late. The left 
behind men are, as a rule, less philoso- 
phical than the women. "It's too bad," 
the women say, and they put their bags 
and bundles down on a seat and sit 
down next to them and then they think 
what the men usually say. 
After a 


few minutes they sneak up and aak 
when the next train leaves, and then 
either settle down and wait or check 
their belongings and leave tbe station. 
Some worry a bit, and some put on a 
don't care face, open a box of candy 
which was intended for company on 
the trip, and take it out in that. 


"Men 
fuss and fume apd fret, and of- 


ten tell us our clocks are fast and that 
the timetables are 
wrong aud make 


themselvee a nuisance generally," said 
the gateman. "There is hardly a day 
that some one floes not come to the 
door just a few minutes late, and when 
the first steam has been blown off, he 
will tell us how he has taken trains at 
all hours of the day and night, in all 
parts of tbe country, and never missed 
a train before. That etory is so old 
that we know it by heart. Then we 
have men who want company while 
they wait for their trains, and knowing 
that the man at the door has nothing 
to do but change the indicator so that 
people may know at wnat stations tlie 
next train will stop; stand at the door 
and examine every ticket and see that 
no passenger goes out whose ticket is 
not good on that train; punch all the 
tickets; keep a record of how many 
passengers go through the door and 
where they are going; keep people 
back who have no tickets and answer 
all sorts of questions from those per- 
taining to tbe weather to timetable 
conundrums—knowing that the man 
at tbe door has only these little things 
to attend to, they make him their con- 
fidant and tell him where they are go- 
ing, why they are going and when 
they expect to return, and the poor 
gateman must listen and look pleas- 
ant. 


"One of the most disagreeable per- 
sons who come here is the man who 
has an hour or more to wait for his 
train, and employs the time in visiting 
places in the neighborhood 
to 'see 


what time it is,' and to keep himself 
awake. He often does too much visit- 
ing, and comes back in an unsteady 
condition and too late for hie train. 
Sometimes he loses his ticket, and 
more often he thinks that he has lost 
it, and the man at the gate usually 
finds it for him In an inside pocket, 
and then gets 'jumped on' by the pas- 
senger for being 'so particular and not 
letting the man out without showing 
his ticket.1 "
